SATISFACTORY PROGRESS, 


Late last night Sir William Horwood had so 
far recovered as to be able to receive visitors, 
although his condition will demand quiet and 
rest for several days. 

Genera] Horwood was fit and well on Thurs- 
day, and was just finishing his work at Scotland 
Yard before going to the Lord Mayor's banquet 
when he was seized with giddiness, palpitations, 
and sickness.
